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20  Year  Professional  Case  History 

In  March,  1933,  A.  M.  Kagin  joined  the  ranks  of  the  professional  working 
for  the  old  Hollinbeck  Stamp  & Coin  Company  of  Minneapolis,  Minnesota, 
which  was  founded  in  1928  by  R.  O.  Hollinbeck.  When  it  was  decided  to 
' expand  into  a chain  of  stores,  A.  M.  Kagin  was  selected  to  operate  the  first 
branch  store  which  was  opened  at  Omaha,  Nebraska,  in  1935.  When  the 
next  store  was  opened  at  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  in  1936,  A.  M.  Kagin  was  trans- 
ferred there  where  he  has  remained  since.  In  1938  A.  M.  Kagin  was  placed 
in  charge  of  the  numismatic  division  of  all  the  Hollinbeck  Stamp  & Coin 
Stores.  In  1940  Paul  Kagin  joined  A.  M.  Kagin  in  Des  Moines. 

World  War  II  came  along  and  changed  things  considerably.  The  old  Hollin- 
beck Stamp  & Coin  Company  was  dissolved  as  the  managers  entered  the 
service  and  Mr.  Hollinbeck  ceased  his  connections  with  the  business.  A.  M. 
Kagin  and  Paul  Kagin  acquired  sole  rights  to  the  use  of  the  Hollinbeck  name 
and  all  the  assets  of  the  various  stores  with  the  exception  of  the  Minneapolis 
store  which  was  otherwise  disposed  of.  In  1945  A.  M.  Kagin  and  Paul  Kagin 
decided  to  devote  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  coin  auctions  and  moved 
upstairs  in  the  same  building  where  the  store  had  been  located  since  1936.
